City and county officers were notified of the break about 3 
a. rn. by the departm ent of Sheriff Gorman Clark, London. 
Officers 
checked highways in their search for the convicts. 
Two hundred other prisoners who might have made a break 
for freedom made no attem pt to^> 
escape. 
The fugitives are Sheldon Waits, 
35, admitted June I, 1933, from 
Brown county for burglary and 
grand larceny: Edgar Russell, 34. 
Cleveland, admitted Jan. 26, 1923, 
robbery; Edward Brown, 38, But- 
ler'county, admitted Oct. 24, 1935, 
robbery; Harry Zenz,

DIET AND HEALTH 
a- 
Pe rson Can C reate Own H a y Fever C limate 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
I SUMMARIZED the methods of 
treating hay fever yesterday thus: 
(I) going to a pollen-free climate 
for the duration of the hay fever 
season, (2) immunization by pollen 
vaccines, (3) living or at least 
sleeping In a pollen-free room. 
There are other methods which 
have been suggested, ranging from 
eye drops and nasal sprays to 
Ionization of the nose. 
For several years I have recom­ 
mended that boards of health or 
other 
government 
bodies 
could 
practically rid most communities 
of hay fever by having gangs of 
laborers destroy hay fever plants. 
The only place in the country of 
which I know where this is done is

Kane, Pa., which claims to be a re­ 
sort where relief from asthma and 
hay fever is obtained. The borough 
council of Kane passed an ordi­ 
nance making It a misdemeanor 
for property owners to permit 
growth of weeds on their lots, and 
this ordinance is strictly enforced. 
During the summer months the 
council 
maintains 
a 
"ragweed 
crew" which eradicates any stray 
hay fever plant for some distance 
around the town. 
There are many sufferers, how­ 
ever, who cannot afford to take 
vacations or vaccines, and for them 
it Is possible with a little trouble 
and slight expense to create a pol­ 
len-free sleeping room. This gives 
quite a lot of relief. 
The bedroom should be prepared 
several days before the advent of 
the hay fever season. Carpets and 
any hangings or upholstered furni­ 
ture which will hold pollen grain* 
should be removed. 
After that a 
vacuum cleaner and moist mop 


should go all over the floor and 
baseboards. 
Then the 
windows 
should be closed. 
Air Filter Installed 
An air filter or air-conditioning 
unit can be Installed. 
The air 
filters fit in the windows. 
These 
contain a mechanical pollen filter 
so that the outside air enters the 
room after going through several 
layers of felt or cellulose or spun 
glass, or other such material. The 
air can be driven through this by 
a fan creating a slightly positive 
air pressure in the room. 
This 
positive pressure is an advantage, 
because it forces air out of the 
cracks around the doors and win­ 
dow's and drives out pollen grains 
that are tying there and might 
blow in. 
A home-made apparatus of this 
kind can be constructed by a fairly 
ingenious household mechanic. But 
the cost of the manufactured ap­ 
paratus is not great—far less than 
a vacation. 
Especially a vacation 
prolonged over the whole hay fever 
season. 
The filters need to be changed 
every week or so, because they get 
clogged with pollen. 
Extra filters 
can be purchased at a low price. 
The bed had best be fitted with 
allergen-proof sheets, pillow cases, 
etc. 
Most department and furni­ 
ture stores carry a line of these. 
My reports are that these air­ 
conditioned rooms give great relief. 
It is, of course, only at night, but 
for most hay fever sufferers the 
night is the worst time.

in Biggest City 


TIME SET AT 2*44 A. M. 


Police Stations, Newspapers 


Swamped With Calls From 


Many Residents 


NEW YORK, July 2 9 -(U P ) — 
Art earthquake shook this cliv of 
6,000,000 at 2:44 a. rn. (Circleville 
time) today. 
Two hours later no st rluus dam ­ 
age had been reported, 
though 
the trem or was felt in all parts of 
the city and in some of its sub­ 
urbs. 
It was particularly heavy 
in Bronx and Queens boroughs 
and W estchester county where two 
distinct tremors were felt. 
The seismograph at Fort I am uni­ 
versity 
recorded * the 
shock 
at 
2:44 a. 
nu 
seismologists 
were 
checking the instrument to deter­ 
mine its Intensity. 
Police 
and fire stations were 
swamped with telephone calls from 
frightened 
resident- 
awakened 
from their sleep by a rumbling, 
trembling earth. 
The first calls 
came from the Bronx and Queens. 
Shock Recorded 
Father Joseph Lynch, Fordham 
seismologist, said that a sharp sur­ 
face shock was recorded on his 
more sensitive instruments. 
Its 
center, he said, was from five to 
25 miles from the University. 
The shock itself was instantan­ 
eous. Father Lynch said. He com­ 
pared it to the dropping of a peb­ 
ble in 
a 
pool, 
the 
splash rep­ 
resenting the shock an I the ripples 
the trem or that was felt for sev­ 
eral seconds. 
Similar 
shocks 
are 
recorded 
every day on his instrum ents, he 
said. 
Usually they are centered 
along the New Jersey shore. This 
morning's tremor was no worse 
than usual, but “it just happened 
to be felt.'* he said. 
Police stations in the Bronx and 
Queens were swamped with tele­ 
phone calls from anxious residents 
inquiring if there had been a ser­ 
ious earthquake. 
They reported 
that their beds had been shaken, 
ilia) windows rattled, that a doep- 
ni rn bl mg sound seemed to have 
emanated from the earth. 
The trem or was said to have 
lasted approximately 20 seconds. 
Police 
headquarters 
received 
200 telephone calls within an hour. 
Others called the fire departm ent, 
believing that an explosion had oc­ 
curred. 
Many of the calls were 
from Brooklyn borough -evidence 
that the trem or was felt through­ 
out the city. 
New York City experienced min­ 
or trem ors in Nev, 1935 and July, 
1936 that caused no damage. 
Residents of the Bronx, whose 
houses were shaken foil two tre­ 
mors. 
Brooklyn and M anhattan 
residents felt only one. 
Explosion Feared 
First reports had been that an 
explosion occurred in some subv. ay 
tube. and policemen thought for a 
time that the source m ight have 
been an overcharge of dynamite 
in the Sixth avenue subway which 
is under construction.

M etaxas a t once dispatched forces 
en num bers which he th o u g h t su f­ 
ficient to quell the revolt. 
It was 
asserted th a t o th er d e p a rtm e n ts 
of the island were quiet and loyal 
to the governm ent, and th a t con­ 
ditions 
w ere 
quiet 
throughout 
Greece. 
The 
uprising 
occurred 
w hen 
m ost of the troops norm ally s t a ­ 
tioned in the island w ere in the 
n orth of Greece, due to the usual 
S u m m er enforcem ent of frontier 
guards. 
Greece has been under a d ic ta ­ 
torship since A ugust 4. 1936, when 
Gen. John M etaxas assum ed full 
powers as prem ier, foreign m inis­ 
ter, navy m inister and air m inister 
under King George II. 
Greece w as declared a kingdom 
by a constituent assem bly O ctober 
l l , 1935 and King G eorge rea ssu m ­ 
ed the throne a fte r a plebiscite 
held on N ovem ber 3, 1935. 
D uring recent m onths a num ber 
of opposition political leaders have 
been 
arrested 
on 
c h arg es

plotting ag ain st the state.

M arch 
1935, 
the 
grow ing 
stren g th of the M onarchist m ove­ 
m ent caused a revolt by liberal 
elem ents under the late Venizelos.
